LARCENY OF A TRAIN 


The Butte Contingent of the Coxey 


Army Preparing for Trouble. 


AS ACT OF OPEN DEFIANCE OF THE LAW 


Which United States Officers Will ba 


Prompt to Resent and Punish—Gen. 


Kelly Threatened With Assas- 


sination—Timely Warning. 


Preparing- for Trouble. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., April 24.—Shortly 


after midnight 500 men a t Butte, com- 
posing the Butte contingent of the 
Coxey army, entered the engine house 
of the Northern Pacific railroad, ap- 
propriated and prepared for service an 
engine and proceeded to make up a 
train composed of five coal ears and 
one box car. This action occurred af- 
ter a struggle of four days between 
the local authorities, and the mob, 
which yesterday assumed such propor- 
tions as to overcome the officers of the 
law, and the departure from Butte was 
made without any opposition upon 
their part. 


The train was manned by members 


of the mob. It crossed the main range 
of the liocky mountains early thii 
morning ami reached the main line at 
Lojran, seventy miles from Itutte, at 
aboxit 4 o'clock. They breakfasted at 
Bosemau and flew eastward at the rate 
of fifty-five miles an hour, coming1 to a 
sudden stop at Timbcrlane at 8 o'clock 
on account of a cave-in. 


Attorneys for the Northern Pacific 


have wired the Sheriff at Livingston 
to place the mob under arrest for the 
larceny of .a train. 
Gov. Nelson has 


been asked to call out the militia to 
prevent the Coxeyites from entering 
Minnesota. Later the mob shoveled 
itself out and passed through Living- 
ston eastward at 3:30. 


The United States Government Will 
Take a Hand Against ths Bobbers. 
ST. PAUL, Minn., April 24.—The gov- 


ernment has decided to employ the 
stern hand of repression on the Coxey- 
ites who are flying through Montana 
on a train they stole from the Northern 
Pacific railway at Butte last night. 
If there is any resistance there will 
be bloodshed. The fugitive train is 
expected at Bismarck at noon to-mor- 
row. At 10 o'clock this evening United 
States Marshal Bede received the fol- 
lowing from Attorney-General Olney: 


Execute any injunction or other process 


placed in your hands by a United States court 
for tho protection of persona and property 
ugainst lawless violence by employing such 
number of deputies as may be necessary. 
If execution is resisted by force which cac- 


not thus bo overcome, let the judfte Issuing the 
process wire tho facts to the president with re- 
quest for military assistance. 


About the same time Marshal Bede 


received the following from Judge 
Caldwell of the United States circuit 
court:

If the persons who forcibly and illegally

An Attempt to Asaaaainata G<m. Kelly. 


ATLANTIC, la., April 25.—An unsuc- 


cessful attempt was made to assassin- 
ate Gen. Kelly last night. The affair 
has been kept quiet in camp circles. 
It leaked out through ^an anonymous 
letter received by the general in time 
to foil the plans. 


About 8 o'clock Gen. Kelly started 


from the grounds for the city, and 
was met by a soldier with a message 
from a Sacramento captain. The mes- 
sage stated that a scheme had been 
laid to slug the general and rob him 
of his money and then kill him, thus 
leaving the impression that highway- 
men had com mitted the crime. 


Gen. Kelly's friends formed a body- 


guard and escorted him to and from 
the city. Gen. Kelly, in speaking of 
this occurrence, said that he had pri- 
vote information that there were sev- 
eral anarchists among the Sacramento 
men, and that he desired to drive them 
but of the army at once. No further 
trouble is anticipated. 


Cox-yl«m a« Saen Abroad. 


LONDON, April 25.—The Chronicle 


contains an article on the American 
"industrial armies" which are now 
marching to Washington. It says that 
the American people are coming face 
to face with the Nemesis attendant 
upon their easy-going lassitude, which 
has handed over the world's greatest 
republic to the tender mercies of rings, 
unscrupulous politician and syndicate^ 
and miliionaries. It says: "Coxeyism 
may fizzle out, but unless we are mis- 
taken, a conflict is preparing that will 
be almost as serious as that which 
arose from slavery."

Still Hearing Testimony for the 


Defense in the Murder Case. 


Attendance at the Trial Diminished—3So 


Telling Now When the End Will be 
Beached. 


The People in the John B. Creekmur 


murder case go at great length into the 
cross-examination of witnesses for the 
defense, and considerable time is con- 
sumed. No one can tell how soon the 
trial will end. 


TCTSDAV, APRIL 24—AFTERNOON. 


Dr. Edward H. Thomas was examined 


by Mr. Swing: Am a physician; am 
located at Argcnta, 111. Am a graduate 
of the New York College of Physicians 
and Surgeons; the school required a 
three years' course for graduation. Was 
connected with the Chambers Street 
Hospital, where cases injured by acci- 
dent were treated. Began general prac- 
tice at Yonkers, New York, and from 
there moved to Argenta. I was at the 
Eolla Boyd house the night he died; he 
•was dead when I arrived. I opened his 
clothing and examined his body; found 
red spot on his chest, the skin being dis- 
colored—caused no doubt by lying on 
that spot. There was an injury over one 
eye. 
[Witness here described the condi- 


tion of the head, similar to the descrip- 
tion given by other physicians who tes- 
tified.] 
His death was caused by the 


fracture of the base of the skull. To 
produce such a fracture a tremendous 
blow was necessary by some blunt 
instrument. (Witness was here shown 
the oak club found in the Boyd barn.] 
Could not say that a blow from such a 
club, if the person assaulted had on 
such a cap as exhibited, would cut the 
s^alp. Such an injury might be in- 
flicted by a horse with either the hind or 


.- "fore foot. Under all the circumstances 


that came under my observation the 
most pi obable object which caused the 
injury was the horse's hoof, because the 
injury was so extensive. 
Told Mrsr 


Boyd in response to her inquiry that her 
iusbancl was dead. Heard her say "the 
nasty horse kicked his head off;" heard 
aer say in substance, "why did they 
«>ep that nasty horse, I knew ho would

done by one blow. Jf he was locked by 
the home he could not ha\o been stand- 
ing upusht. Tho man must have been 
behind the horse to have been kicked. 
From the fact that the fracture seemed 
to ladiato from tho crown of the head he 
thought the blow must have been a 
downward one. 


Miss Lily Mitchell testified that she 
had been at the Boyd house for three 
weeks and said that she had seen the 
horse paw and act nervously. Boyd had 
told her to keep away from the horse or 
he (the horse) would kill her. The wit- 
ness was not permitted to tell what Mrs. 
Boyd had said to *er about the horse. 


S. B. Lewis testified that he knew the 


Creekmur brothers and that he knew 
they had had a meeting to settle ac- 
counts. 


Jonas Malone testified that he was at 
the Boyd place on Sunday, March 31, to 
help doctor a cow. They took the cow 
in the east side of the barn in the south 
stall. There was a big black stallion in 
tho middle stall. He stepped around 
back of the stallion's stall and the horse 
laid back his ears and made a noise. 
Boyd said: "Old man, keep away from 
that horse or he will kick h 
out of 


you." The witness said that he got out 
of tho way and tho horse didn't kick. 


Jesbe H. Birchfipld testified that he 


had known Boyd six weeks. Saw him 
and Creekmur at the barn at 4:30 p. m. 
of the day of the killing. 
J. E. Birch- 


field was thne; knew that tho stallion 
was acting ugly that day, and that ho 
was securely tied. Bojd and Crtekmur 
seemed perfectly 
friendly. 
Witness 


went to the barn afterward when he 
heard Mrs. Boyd calling. 
Saw Creek- 


mur going away from the barn with a 
set of harness and a spade. 
He was 


walking. Didn't see Creekmur running 
at any time. Went to the barn and saw 
Boyd in the stall, with the horse acting 
viciously. 
Witness had used a plow 


handle he found in the barn to guard 
the horse while Boyd was carried past 
the stall. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Mills: Quit 


working for Creekmur on the Saturday 
after Boyd's death. None of the Creek- 
nurs owed me any money-when the trial 
began. Lm i Creekmur loaned me some 
uoney here in town since the trial has' 
jegun. I always asked him for it. It 
was because I had no money. So has 
given me about 85 or 86 altogether. 
Don't remember that he gave mo a 


in this court room immediately 
after you spoke to me. 
He had 


given me money that day. I think 
t was 82. When I went to the barn the 
first time I noticed the plow-handle set- 
ing against the back part of the stable 
near the door. Had seen it frequently 
Before. Don't remember where 1 got it 
vhen I used it on the horse. When 
?reeknnir told mo to unhitch ho did 
ot say anything about the horse. Ho 
id not tell me Bojd would feed the 
orse and that I need not go over that 
vening.

Court met pursuant to adjournment. 
The cross-examination of Jesse H

Creekmur stopped and talked with me, 


Creekruur's side of the barn. Creekmnr 
had a halter on a filly and was currying 
her. He said he was going to Work the 
fllly. Don't know why he did not work 
her unless it was the accident. Was at 
the house and in the barn on the doy of 
the funeral.

the horse with it?" The witness an- 
swered, "I can't say whether I did or 
not, I can't remember." Mr. Mills then 
asked witness: Did you not make this 
statement in the presence of East and 
others on the day of the funeral and add 
to it that the club was not the plow- 
handle?" 
Witness answered, "I don't 
remember.' Mr. Mills then asked wit- 
ness? Didn't you make this statement 
on the day of the funeral to or in pres- 
ence of Hendrix and Cavanaugh, and 
didn't you say also that after Boyd 
died you looked for the club and 
could not findit? Witnessed answered, 
1 
don't 
think 
I did." 
I 
did 


look for a club in the barn after 
the story got out that Creekmur had 
killed Boyd. I can't remember what 
day it was I looked for it. I was going 
south when Mrs. Boyd called. I went 
into the barn and crawled over the man- 
ger next where Boyd was lying and Mrs. 
Boyd and I pulled Boyd into the north 
stall before I called to Charley Adams. 
The horse was standing in north part of 
stall, diagonally across the stalk Boyd 
was lying on north side of the stall with 
his feet turned southeast and his head 
against the partition between the north 
and middle stall. Dragged him through 
under the partition to the north stall. 
His cap was farther down on the back 
of his head than he usually wore it. My 
brother was at the barn the first time I 
went over when the filly was there.. I 
saw my brother go away about 15 or 20 
minutes before I saw "John Creekmur 
going home. When they were all there 
after Boyd was found and some one sug- 
gested tearing off the boards fiom tho 
barn to take him out I told them to take 
him out back of the hoiso. Johnny 
Croekmur also suggested taking him 
out back of and past the horse.

I saw Creekmur the 
evening before and we talked some about 
trading horses. Was at the barn vvhon 
Creekmur and Boyd were there with the 
filly. She was tied in the south stall and 
Creekmur was currying her. 
They 


seemed friendly and were talking about 
working 1 he filly next day. I was there 
when Jesse came to the barn. The horse 
was very much excited. He was pranc- 
ing about in the stall and came near kick- 
ing me. Boyd pulled me away and said 
he came near kicking him just before. 
Jesse had tied the horse before he went 
away. After Jesse went away Boyd left 
the barn and soon came back with about 
a half-pint of whisky and we all took a 
drink. I left before Creekmur left. I 
don't know what Boyd and Creekmur 
were talking about when Jesse was 
there. 


Cross examined by Mr. Buckingham: 


When my brother came to the barn the 
horse was fussing, but my brother 
walked right into the stall with the 
horse and tied him. I was not afraid 
. brother would get hurt. When I

The dem- 
ocratic doctrine was to export the products all 
over tbo world, where the people live and 
where they should remain The republican 
doctrine, on the contrary, was to import peo- 
ple to consume the surplus agricultural prod- 
ucts, and It would be necessary to Import 33,- 
000,000 to do that. Tho republicans would Im- 
port Chinese and Japanese, and Soudanese 
and Maltese and Chimpanzees to join Coxcy's 
army among the aborigines. [Laughter], 


He had been taught by his pious mother to

taxation upon them and destroy tUolr clianco 
of setting a market for the sale of th-ir goods 
The ballot box is the place, not Washington " 


Coming to the question of the Income tax 


Mr Mills asked why should not Hie wealth bo 
taxed 
When people were associate! together 


in government every citizen should contrib- 
ute his proper share toward its supoort and 
his proper share was to be determined b> the 
amount which he had to bo protected by the 
strong organized power of the government 


He recalled tho fact that some years ago, 


when the state of Pennsylvania was unable to 
protect railroad propertv in In Pittsburgh fed- 
eral troops had to be sent there, and he added 
that that railroad comp my had never contrib- 
uted one cent to the federal government. 


The income tax had been denounced to the 


senate by the senator from New York (M r. 
Bill) as socialistic, anarchistic and sectional; 
but when the poor laborer had to pay 08^ per 
cent duty on the shirt he wore that tax was 
not so denounced. All taxes he repeated, 
should be assessed in proportion to the ability 
of the taxpayer to pay. and in proportion to

and In the galleries as Mr Mills concluded his 
speech, and he received many congratulations 
upon it from his own side of the chamber.

EDITOR FRANK HATTON 


Suddenly Stricken Down with Paralysis 


—Hopes for His Beooverj-. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—Mr. Frank 


Hatton, editor of the Washington Post, 
was prostrated, yesterday, by a stroke 
of paralysis, which came upon him 
without any premonition. To all ap- 
pearances he had been in the best of 
health for days past. He went to a 
box party at the theater Monday night 
with his business p irtner, Mr. lieriah 
Wilkins,andyeBterdaymorning,shortly 
before the attack came upon him, was 
engaged in a pleasant conversation 
with Mr. Richard Wrightman, one of 
the editorial writers of the post, in re- 
gard to editorial matters. 


When the numbness began to steal 


upon him, he was alone, but managed 
to reach the speaking tube and whistle 
to Mr. Wilkins, who hurried up and 
sent for medical assistance. At this 
time Mr. Hatton was able to speak, 
though somewhat inarticulately, and 
intimated that he believed he was 
stricken 
with 
paralysis. 
His sur- 


mise 
proved 
correct;

be- 


came unconscious and was removed to 
his 
home 
where 
Drs. Sowers 


and W. W. Johnson took charge of the 
case. The right side seemed to be 
chiefly affected. Later in the day his 
condition became somewhat easier, 
and he appeared to recognize those 
about him, and strong hopes were en- 
tertained by his numerous friends that 
complete recovery would result. Nev- 
ertheless his only son, who is at 
Princeton college, was telegraphed 
for, and anxious inquiries poured in 
from every quarter.

LONDON, April 35.—Polti and Ferrari, 


the Italian anarchists, were again 
brought up at Bow-street police sta- 
tion yesterday. The police having 
been warned that an anarchist out- 
rage was contemplated, the court was 
closely guarded by a strong1 detach- 
mentof police. Great precautions were 
taken by the authorities to prevent a 
bomb explosion, every person ap- 
proaching the neighborhood </f How 
street being closel.v watched, and in 
some cases people ca.Tying parcels 
were asked to show their contents 


The two prisoners were 
Lroug-ht 


from llolloway jail in a prison van, 
and the route from the prison wal 
lined with policemen and detectives, 
who were stationed at intervals of a fe IV 
yards apart. The police feared that an 
attempt was to be made to attack tha 
van and murder Polti, while attempt- 
ing the rescue of Ferrari. The an- 
archists are determined to take the 
life of Polti, if possible, and it is novV 
admitted that he has informed thd 
police of everthing he knows in con- 
nection with the anarchists 


In the court yesterday morning doc- 


uments in Polti's handwriting were 
read, showing that he intended to com- 
mit a dynamite outrage on May 10. 
and that Polti himself expected to 
meet his death upon that date. The 
prisoner had written letters of fare- 
well to his parents and others, dated 
May 17. These documents wete found 
at his lodgings. After some further 
evidence had been submitted, similar 
in tone to the facts already reported, 
both of the prisoners were remanded.
